If, however, a treaty settlement should he reached, half the stock 
could then bo sold to selected Austrians and the combine run as a partnership 
rawer ted by Soviet capital., It is envisaged In this plan that eventually, 
through Soviet investments and pressure tactics, sruch a combine would^in a 
matter of & few year bo able to gain and retain the upper hand in the Austria 
electrical field. It was further reported that the Soviets receive! this plan 
enthusiastically and are already considering neasurea for putting It into 
effect. 
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
